This waterway was to

There was no towsn, no house—not 
even <a railroad switch—just a plain 
sand stretch tshxougQi 'Which, trains 
run along the edge of the lake at tflie 


sweeps fWff*rd-and then returns to 
the shore/ AH the space bfctwe^n' thfc 
piling «nd the'shore will be'filled 
with iiade ground and sand pump- 
ing processes, "about ten acres of arti- 
ficial ground having already been 
filled. In 'place of deepening the 
lake, the shore is being icarried out 
into the water. The contract was to 
have the (harbor finished this year, 
but this will hardly be -achieved. 
Whether it is or not, the growth of 
Indiana Harbor from au uninhabited 
and barren waste of less than -a year 
ago, to ft substantial little city of 2r 
800 people, with all the improve^ 
meats of an old city, and substantial 
business blocks, puts Oklahoma and 
her sister boom towns way l>ack in 
the clear.

NEWSPAPER COMMENT.

"With the n'atural 
it'd.vantage of position and railroad 
facilities, coupletf. with the fact that 
Indiana Harbor, -which is a ward of 
East Chicago, -will soon Qiave com- 
pleted the'most "wonderful harbor ii 
the -world; the completion of tlie Cal- 
umet fwaterway, (three 
and -a 'half 


miles long, connecting Gran'd 'Calu- 
met river ivitQi Lake Michigan [and 
the completion of a belt road, already 
far under way, connecting tlie Peiiii1 
sylvnnia, Baltimore 'mid Ohio. Lake 
Shore. -"WVbasii 'and \Michiga.ii Cen- 
tral -trunk lines and in turn the El- 
gin,. Joliet and Eastern, the Chicago 
TeruiinUl Transfer railroad 'and the 
Chicago1 Junction railroa'd,

From 
a straggling village East -Chicago has 
developed into a strong, healthy city 
with, about 7,000 .population 
and 


growing every minute. 
It is just 


21 miles southeast of .the Chicago city 
liall -and is about 'half way -between 
Whiting and Hammond, with which, 
as well as with South. Chicago and 
Chicago, it is connected' 'by trolley 
lines, \vltile by steam roa'ds one can 
go in either direction at almost -any 
hour of the day -on -oue line -or the 
other, and ito Chicago by suburban 
train .the commutation fare ia veiy 
low, something iike 25 or 30 cents for 
llierounditrlp. Thecity has a complete 
sewer system and has e'iglrt males of 
paved streets, an electric light plant 
and is supplied wi;tfh natural gas and 
fuel 'Oil. The streets are macadam- 
ized an'd are AS fine -as the asphalt 
streets in Fort -"Wayne, being fully 
as smooth -and free from 'dust, and 
im'doubtedly will wear as long, with- 
out cos-tine1 na^ «s much. There are 
four public schools, 
two parochial 


schools -nn'd five churches. Thare is 
a handsome opera house right on the 
principal 'corner of the city, 'and di- 
reotly across is a I'andsome city park. 
Th'e fpface"*is ^(Jtiipped with, a bank- 
ing house, 'but within-a'few, a very 
few 'days, ix national .bank will 
pbo 


instituted. The concern has already 
•been organized 'uith" .a capital of 
!j>50,OGO. 
The iiicorporatora are J. 


K. Eckles, ex-comptroller of the IT. 
S. trenuiry; John A. Spoor,' president 
of'the Chic.igo Stock Yards company; 
Robert E. Tod, of the banking firm of 


.pay, but -most of them live at Chi- 
cago, South Chicago,. Hammond or 
Whiting and go ito and from .their 
work daily by trolley or dteaui car. 
Why? Because there is not a vacant 
house to -rent In all of Bast Chicago. 
Many of these workmen own. their 
homes at the cities in which they 
live and are possibly still in debt, 
and therefore financially unable to 
take on another burden by buying 
at East Chicago, and with 
cheap 


transportation during- •morning1 and 
evening hours they manage -to get 
along. 
Another class of workmen 


are good renters, 'but would never j 
manage to save enough, money to 
make the first payment on a hundred 
dollar lot if they tried for years. It;s 
marvelous the 
way 
houses 
are 


snapped up by renters. The moment 
\ anan sticks a spade in the ground 
he is surrounded by an -army of men 
who want to know how .much a mouth 
he wants for >his house. Whole rows 
of houses are built on hundred dollar 
lots, the -houses costing ii couple of 
.mndred dollars 
only, 
and ;these 


dwellings 
readily 
command from 


eight to twelve and as -hig-h as fifteen 
dollars per month each. 
Mr. Lewis, 


in -answer to a question, said that his 
company has about 2,000 lots platted 
ind for sale nnd has several thousand 
\cres in unplatted pieces. 
The East 


Chicago company is -putting all its 
surplus into houses on its own prop- 
arty, shewing- that it has abundant 
faith in Us own onedicine, but at 
that has several thousand lota for 
sale. 
The -lots range in (price from 
up <to $200 in the factory-resi- 


ily remember some years ago of the 
long and rather dismal stretch -of 
swamp land tfl'rat skirted the lake 
front on both sides .of the rotYds, prac- 
tically from Hammon'd to South Chi- 
cago. 
It .was then known as the 


Calumet swump and it certainly was 
n. swamp to a finish; -and the man 
who would 'have prophesied 
that 


wifchin a few years a prosperous and 
growing city would be located there 
would h!a,ve foeen promptly locked up 
and "detained until -an inquest of lu- 
nacy could 'be Si eld on him.

movjug. Mr. Lewis furnished all of 
the' faith, twice as much energy as 
•was.-required and considerable capi- 
tal and tilings were started in the 
xigiht .direction. 
Once started they 


moved, .principally from their own 
inertia, and. the advantages so soon 
lald..bare could be seen even by the 
iblind. 
Mr. Lewis organized 
the 


East Chidago (land) company and 
several thousand acrca 
of 
land— 


mostly under water at seasons of the 
yetir^-were purchased. Wise people 
shook' their (heads iand pitied 
Mr. 


iewis an'd his associates. The 
com- 


pany commenced tflvo work of dig-

Street, New York, a -rather weak in- 
stitution, sure enough, the three men 
not 'being- worth, over sixty million, 
but still think well enough of East 
Chicago -to put tlieir money there on 
property or -any other old kind of 
foans. The city has a 'Business -Hen's 
club for commercial 
promotion as 


well as sociability, -lias two1 (hotels, 
witJi aii-other one in prospe-c-t. 
The 


city is divided into three wards, with 
two coimcilmen from each, .tlie coun- 
cil being- presided over by a mayoi 
elected toy the people ns in other 
cities. 
There is -an adequate police 


force and u well 
disciplined 
and 


drilled volunfteer fire 'department, to 
wftose credit It must <be' -started that 
they have never 'had a total loss by 
fire in South Chicago since -the fire 
department was organized. It should 
have teen stated before that the city 
has a complete and extensive water- 
works .system, the mains having 
•been extended far dn'to the surround- 
ing territory, with, a knowledge of 
ihe fact that the natural advantages 
of the city would soon bring popula- 
'tion, and population 
means more 


•houses and more water service. 


It is more particularly of the indus- 


tries that the Sentinel wishes to speak. 
In that little town, a few years -ago 
little bfibter than, a swamp, today a 
score of manufacturing industries, 
comprising some of ilhe m'ost sub- 
stantial in this, country, are located, 
as, for instance, the Hepublie Iron 
and Steel Co., tihe Inland Steel Co., 


dence portion, nnd, of course, some- 
what higher an the down town, resi- 
dence portion, -while business blocks 
in the city are quite another matter, 
but still are held ait very reasonable 
figures. 
The Sentinel man almost 


wished for awhile that he was -a real 
estate ag?nr, because :the proposition 
loolced so promising- an'd 
iuducive. 


It looks like fin'ding -money to pick 
up a lot one day -for a hundred spot 
and sell it in -three mouths for twice 
the money, but that is just what lias 
been.'done repeatedly in 'that section 
nnd is being done again. ( It looks 
like 'the best scheme for quick re- 
turns from n. legitimate speculation, 
or safe and profitable returns from a 
permanent investment, that lias been 
offered recently 
-to investors any- 


where. 


With all this talk about East Chi 


ca'go The Sentinel dare not pass In- 
diana Harbor by -without speaking-. 
Indiana Harbor stands today solitary 
and alone as a marvel 
of modem 


progress and push. 
In February, 


1901, just about a year 'and- a liaK 
•ago, a bill was introduced -in tihe In- 
dian'a legislature which -was known 
as senate bill No. 3, and which pro- 
vided for the building of a water-; 
way from the Calumet river to jjake 
Michigan. 
This waterway was to 


be deep enough, to float a lake ship 
and was to be 200 feet wide and 3^> 
miles loug. The bill further provid- 
ed for the organisation of <a company 
and the organization 
of waterway 


district corporations for the purpose 
of. building 
-harbors -and improv- 


ing navigable rivers and lakes. The 
bill was introduced from East Chi- 
cago, but while it >hod considerable 
support, it failed of -passage. 
The 


promoters were disappointed, but not. 
discouraged and promptly proceeded 
to organize an independent company, 
abundantly capitalized, to build the 
canal and improve the harbor iit its 
mouth. Indiana Harbor at that time 
was barely 
-a place in the county. 


There -was no town, no house—not 
even a railroad switch—just a plain 
sand stretch through, 
which trains 


run along the edge of the lake at the 


,the end 
of t|us_. a,line 
of piling 


sweeps seaward-and then returns to 
the shore. All the space between ths 
piling -and the shore will -be'filled 
with made ground and sand pump- 
ing processes, about ten acres of arti- 
ficial ground having already been 
filled. In -place of deepening the 
lake, the shore is being warned out 
into the water. The contract was to 
have the liarbor -finished this year, 
but this will hanUy 
be -achieved. 


Whether it is or not, the growth of 
Indiana Harbor from an uninhabited 
and barren waste of less than a year 
ago, to-a substantial little city of 2,- 
800 people, -with 'all the 
improve- 


ments of an old city, and substantial 
business blocks,- puts Oklahoma and 
her sister boom -towns way back in 
tho clear. 


The 'Sentinel's representative was 


much impressed by everything 
he

of East Chicago and her lad- at Indi- 
ana Harbor, and is under obligations 
to both Mr. 
Gregg Davis, of this 


city, and Mr. Lewis for the informa- 
tion given and the many points of 
interest shown -while on -the visit.
